Four arrested 
for making 
meth at motel 


Meth lab, gun found at 
Speedway Inn in Sparta 


When guests at the 
Speedway Inn outside of 
Sparta started complain¬ 
ing about strange smells 
last Friday morning, May 
4, the motel’s bookkeep¬ 
er, Peggy Hawkins, first 
thought the Ferrellgas 
plant, which is located 
close to the motel, was re¬ 
sponsible. 

“Daniel Vogler (owner 
of the neighboring Racers 
strip club) and I started 
looking around and re¬ 
alized the smell wasn’t 
coming from the gas com¬ 
pany but from one of our 
rooms,” said Hawkins. 
“That’s when we called 
the police.” 

When Sheriff’s Cap¬ 
tain John Fuellhart, Dep¬ 
uty Sheriff Ryan Morris 
and State Trooper Justin 
Sams arrived at the motel 
about 9 a.m., they quickly 
discovered the origin of 
the odors. Four people 
were cooking or manufac¬ 
turing methamphetamine 


in one of the rooms. 

They arrested Andrew 
Jones, 22, of Carrollton, 
who had rented the room 
for several months, Sara 
Smith, 21, of Winchester, 
Tyler Wilson, 21, of Spar¬ 
ta, and Calista Robertson, 
22, of Worthville. All 
were charged with manu¬ 
facturing methamphet¬ 
amine, possession of drug 
paraphernalia, possession 
of a defaced firearm, and 
wanton endangerment. 

All pleaded not guilty 
in District Court Tuesday 
morning and are jailed 
on a $20,000 cash bond. 
They will return to court 
May 15. 

Inside the room, of¬ 
ficers found two bottles 
used to make the drug 
and several of its ingre¬ 
dients including gallons 
of fuel, drain cleaner, lye 
and cold medicines. They 
also found the drug it¬ 
self, what appeared to be

But still, without a truck, how will I 
teach my new puppy to swim down at 
the river? I suppose I could drive him 
down there in a car, but can you imagine 
what a muddy golden retriever would do 
to the inside of a nice little sedan? 

I could buy my dog a swimming pool 
and solve that problem, but I still have 
plenty of reasons to need a truck. 

How could I get my lawn tractor to 
the shop without my pickup? The mower 
needs lots of attention and it won’t fit in 
the trunk of a car.

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V-E Day Remembered 

Tuesday, May 8, was Victory in Europe Day. It 
marks the 72nd Anniversary of the defeat of Ger¬ 
many in World War II. As time goes on, the notice 
of this important day slips further and further back 
into the pages of newspapers. Sadly, few mention 
it anymore. Maybe that’s the way it should be, but 
it doesn’t seem right. 

Defeating Adolf Hitler and his Nazi Germany 
was a great victory. The United States sacrificed 
its sons and daughters, our most precious treasure, 
so we could guarantee our freedom from oppres¬ 
sion and tyranny. 

The European Theater of Operations was a 
tough slog filled with many stories. As a Veteran, 
I’ve collected my share of those stories from those 
I have run across in my life. They are important. 
They connect us to our past and our relatives. Let 
me share one with you. 

In the summer of 1998,1 was attending an army 
course to prepare me to become an Inspector Gen¬ 
eral. A lecturer in that course was Lt. General 
(Retired) Trefry, former Inspector General of the 
Army, and a veteran of WWII, Korea, and Viet¬ 
nam. The morning was spent reviewing how the 
Army is run. In the afternoon we discussed mo¬ 
rality in the Army. It was during this discussion 
someone made mention of the movie Saving Pri¬ 
vate Ryan, which had recently been released. 

I will always remember LTG Trefry’s comments 
on this subject: “You can have the best equipment, 
the best training, the best leaders, the firmest be¬ 
lief in God, but when you go across the beach, as 
we did at Normandy, some live and some die, and 
there’s no accounting for it.” 

There’s no accounting for the randomness of 
war, but there is an accounting based on the stories 
left behind. If you know one, remember it, write it 
down, tell it, and treasure it in the full understand¬ 
ing of great sacrifices to include giving one’s life 
for a belief in what this country stands for.

Kentucky Commentary 


Basketball dominates politics in the Bluegrass 


This space’s annual parting snap¬ 
shot of Kentucky’s political land¬ 
scape conies after a big week for in¬ 
tersections of our politics and sports, 
so much that Saturday’s Kentucky 
Derby trophy presentation by Demo¬ 
cratic Gov. Steve Beshear is almost 
an afterthought. 

Kentucky likes to use the iconic 
horse as its brand, and there’s bipar¬ 
tisan agreement on that Beshear has 
kept the “Unbridled Spirit” slogan 
adopted under Jim Host, a Republi¬ 
can who was state commerce secre¬ 
tary after a career as one of America’s 
greatest college-sports entrepreneurs. 

But while this is the thoroughbred 
capital of the world, and we do love 
our horses, more of us treasure the 
fact that it’s the capital of college bas¬ 
ketball — as President Barack Obama 
acknowledged Friday at the White 
House with the national champion 
University of Kentucky Wildcats. 

UK coach “John Calipari is the 
most powerful person in this state,” 
WHAS Radio sports-talk host 
Lachlan McLean said recently, in 
what could also be taken as a com¬ 
mentary on Beshear, one of our most 
feckless governors in memory. 

Beshear and his wife, Jane, are 
horse people, but he has repeatedly 
failed to deliver on his 2007 campaign 
promise to help the horse industry by 
expanding gaming at racetracks and 
using the money to fatten race purses 
like other states are doing to lure away 
our stallions, mares and trainers. 

Beshear has failed partly because 
many Kentuckians couldn’t give a 
hoot about the horse industry, which 
they see as elitist. The horse industry 
supports thousands of modest-income 
families, but that gets lost in the indus¬ 
try’s glitz and glitter, especially dur¬ 
ing the ostentatious partying of Derby 
Week. Come back some other time 
and we’ll show you some folks strug¬ 
gling to keep their horse farms going. 
Away from the horsey precincts of 
the Louisville and Lexington area, 
the favored sport is basketball and the 
Kentucky Wildcats have a following 


that amounts to a state religion. 

Kentucky voters elected Richie 
Farmer commissioner of agriculture in 
2003 and 2007 because he was one of 
three native Kentuckians on the 1992 
Wildcat team that lost in overtime to 
Duke for a Final Four slot. He’d been the 
state’s “Mr. Basketball” at Clay County 
High School. He was an icon who could 
draw a crowd anywhere in the state and 
he waltzed into office. 

Last year, when Farmer was term- 
limited, he ran for lieutenant governor 
on a Republican slate headed by state 
Senate President David Williams, who 
may have picked Farmer to keep Farmer 
from running for governor himself. The 
choice turned out to be unwise; Farmer’s 
marriage fell apart, he failed to attend 
many campaign events or raise money, 
and newspapers began uncovering how 
he had abused his office with perks and 
big spending. The slate lost badly. 

An audit of the department under 
Farmer’s watch came out last week and 
it showed that Farmer wasn’t much of a 
sport or much of a public official. He has 
illegally killed deer, used state employ¬ 
ees on state time to build a basketball 
court in his backyard, failed to report do¬ 
nations, and paid his girlfriend $70,000 
a year for doing little work, at least at 


the office. There was a lot more more, 
too much to recount here. Let’s just say 
that Richie Farmer’s political career was 
one of the more venal and abusive of any 
politician in a state where all too often 
public officials treat public offices as pri¬ 
vate possessions. His debacle might spell 
trouble for Kentucky candidates who run 
on their athletic fame, a fairly common 
phenomenon in American politics. 

In the wake of Farmergate, a sports 
career shouldn’t disqualify. It can build 
leadership skills, as evidenced by former 
Morehead State basketballer Rocky Ad¬ 
kins and Centre College footballer Jeff 
hoover, who are majority and minority 
leaders in the state House. 

Williams isn’t athletic but he was a 
baseball scorekeeper in grade school, 
as I was, and we once had to agree on 
the hits and errors when Albany played 
Burkesville. Making such calls turned 
out to be good training for political jour¬ 
nalism. When some older kids objected 
to my reluctance to turn their errors into 
hits, a good coach named Joe Talbott ad¬ 
vised me, “Call ‘em as you see ‘em.” If 
only more politicians were so forthright.

a marijuana cigarette and 
a .380 caliber semi-auto¬ 
matic handgun.

There’s a sign saying that 
in our front office.” 

“Dmg abuse like this is 
an epidemic,” said Troop¬ 
er Sams after the four were 
in handcuffs and sitting in 
police cruisers. “I have no 
idea why someone wants 
to put that kind of poison 
into their bodies. I also 
can’t figure out why we 
can’t pass a law limiting 
the availability of allergy 
and cold medicines used 
in making meth. That 
would help a lot.” 

“I hope we can collec¬ 
tively get the word out that 
this horrible blight on our 
society will not be tolerat¬ 
ed in our county and cer¬ 
tainly not in any business 
I’m associated with,” said 
Warsaw attorney Larry 
Lawrence, who owns the 
motel. “Its (methamphet¬ 
amine) use is a scourge 
and we can’t seem to get 
a handle on how to stop it.

Sixth grade students will need updated certificates 


•Students entering the 
sixth grade in school year 
2012/13 needs a complete, 
updated Kentucky Immu¬ 
nization Certificate with all 
vaccines recorded including: 
(1) one dose of Tdap if it has

a health care provider; (3) 
one dose of MCV or MPSV 
(meningococcal vaccine). 
A Kentucky Preventative

Applications for OV funding due May 31

Charities in Gallatin, 
Carroll, Henry, Owen and 
Trimble Counties have until 
12 noon on May 31 to apply 
for funding through the Ohio 
Valley United Charities for 
2013 year projects. “All non¬ 
profit organizations which 
have an IRS 501-C-3 ap¬ 
proval letter and serve the 
general public within one of 
the five counties served by 
Ohio Valley United Chari¬ 
ties are eligible for funding,” 
explained Malcolm Carraco, 
Agency Funding Vice-Pres¬ 
ident. “To apply, the charity 
must complete an applica¬ 
tion and provide supporting 
documentation on its finan¬ 
cial operations and the pro¬ 
grams or projects for which 
the money is needed no later 
than 12 noon on May 31.” 

Due to the generosity of 
the people in local business¬ 
es and industries, Ohio Val¬ 
ley United Charities distrib¬ 
uted over $90,000 in 2012 
to 21 non-profit groups. “We 
approved funding for a va¬ 


riety of projects,” Mr. Car¬ 
raco stated, “from meals for 
elementary students and the 
elderly; to rape and domestic 
violence counseling; youth 
programs through 4-H, pub¬ 
lic libraries and the schools - 
just to name a few.” 

Charity applications are 
reviewed by a Agency Fund¬ 
ing Committee composed 
of five Board of Directors 
members and chaired by 
Carraco. The Committee’s 
recommendations for fund¬ 
ing are then reviewed and 
approved by the Board, with 
notification to the charities 
by September 1. Funding for 
the charity projects will be 
given on the 1st of January, 
2013, to be utilized during 
that year. 

All donations made to 
Ohio Valley United Chari¬ 
ties go directly to the chari¬ 
ties as there is no paid staff 
or administration costs. All 
directors who serve on the 
organization’s Board are 
volunteers. OVUC holds a 


golf tournament each fall 
sponsored by CertainTeed 
Gypsum that funds special 
projects. This year $10,000 
was donated to each of the 
five school district’s opera¬ 
tions of “Blessing in a Back 
Pack” to provide food for 
needy elementary students 
each weekend. 

Local businesses were 
recently recognized for their 
fund-raising efforts on be¬ 
half of Ohio Valley United 
Charities. For the fourth 
consecutive year, the Ken¬ 
tucky Utilities Ghent Power 
Plant received the “Gold 
Award” for contributing 
the most funds through em¬ 
ployee contributions which 
were matched in part by 
the KU/LGE Foundation. 
Gallatin Steel received the 
“Silver Award” for its dona¬ 
tion which earned a second 
place.

Dow Coming Foundation. 

“We understand that 
money is very tight for all 
of the non-profit groups,” 
stated Ruth H. Baxter, Trea¬ 
surer, “so we want all eligi¬ 
ble charities to complete an 
application and we’ll stretch 
the money as best we can.”

WHEREAS, Gallatin County has also 
enjoyed consistent population growth 
including the development of many real 
estate subdivisions; 

WHEREAS, Gallatin County has tak¬ 
en many steps to control and maintain 
growth, such as implementing Planning 
and Zoning, and it is now necessary for 
the safety and health of our community 
and its citizens to further Gallatin Coun¬ 
ty’s efforts by creating a Sanitary Sewer 
Board and the running of municipal 
sanitary sewers out into Gallatin County 
with the economic costs of the project 
shared by the many beneficiaries of the 
availability of the sanitary sewer includ¬ 
ing all adjoining real property owners;

§51.002 NEW SANITARY SEWERS 
Where new sanitary sewers are con¬ 
structed, all premises shall be connected 
to the new sewer, in accordance with reg¬ 
ulations herein set out, shall be subject to 
the sewerage service charge as soon as 
connections are made to the new sewer. 
However, if the making of the connection 
is delayed, the property shall be subject 
to the sewerage service charge 30 days 
after the sewer is in operation and/or ac¬ 
cepted by the governmental agency hav¬ 
ing jurisdiction over the sewer. 

§51.003 PERMITS REQUIRED FOR 
CONNECTION 

No person shall install or cause to be 
installed, any sewer service connection, 
building sewer, or make any service 
connection to any public sewer within 
the county without a plumbing permit 
secured from the State Plumbing Pro¬ 
gram Director, Kentucky Department 
for natural Resources and Environmen¬ 
tal Protection and the construction shall 
conform to the requirements of the Ken¬ 
tucky State Plumbing Law and Code, 
Rules and Regulations. The construction 
shall also conform to the rules and regu¬ 
lations of the county as specified herein 
and to any other public corporation hav¬ 
ing jurisdiction and control of the public 
sewer to which the connection is being 
made or will be made. Where the con¬ 
nection is being made to a city sewer, a 
written permit must also be secured from 
the county. 

§51.004 SEPARATE BUILDING 
SEWER FOR EACH BUILDING RE¬ 
QUIRED 

A separate and independent building 
sewer shall be provided for every build¬ 
ing that is to be occupied unless other¬ 
wise approved by the city. The minimum 
size shall be four inches for a single fam¬ 
ily unit. 

§51.999 PENALTY 

(A) Any person who violates any provi¬ 
sion of this chapter for which no specific 
penalty has been provided, or any permit 
condition, or who violates any cease and 
desist order, prohibition, effluent limita¬ 
tion, or pretreatment or toxicity standard, 
shall be liable civilly to a penalty not to 
exceed $1,000 for individuals and $5,000 
for corporations. Each day in which vio¬ 
lation occurs shall be considered as sepa¬ 
rate violation. 

(1) The county may assess a penalty 
of up to $1,000 for each such violation 
and add such penalty to the user’s charges 
and fees. Such assessment shall be offset 
against any subsequent penalty otherwise 
imposed for the same violation. 

(2) Any such penalty imposed shall 
not be construed as liquidated damages 
and shall accrue in addition to any li¬ 
ability for any consequential damages 
resulting from the violation for which the 
penalty imposed. 

(B) Any person who violates §51.003 
shall, upon conviction, be punished by a 
fine of not more than $1,000 or by im¬ 
prisonment for not more than six months, 
or both. 

(C) Any person violating the provisions 
of §§51.001 through 51.004 shall be sub¬ 
ject to a penalty of $100 per violation. In 
addition, such person shall be liable for 
any expense, loss or damage occasioned 
by reason of such violation. 

This Ordinance becomes effective imme¬ 
diately upon passage and publication. 
Introduced and publicly read on first 
reading on this 8th day of September, 
2011 .

Winners of Kentucky elk 
hunt lottery announced 


Results of the Kentucky 
elk hunt lottery drawing 
are now available online 
at fw.ky.gov. 

Final results show that 
33,675 people submitted 
an application for one of 
the 905 quota hunt per¬ 
mits to be issued by the 
Kentucky Department 
of Fish and Wildlife Re¬ 
sources this year. 

Kentucky's hunt of 
a lifetime drew interest 
from hunters across the 
country, including three 
from Hawaii, 25 from 
Alaska, 24 from Maine 
and 59 from California. 
Hunters could apply for 
up to two permits. Ken¬ 
tucky Fish and Wildlife 
received 59,672 permit 


applications, meaning the 
majority of hunters ap¬ 
plied more than once. 

The Kentucky Com¬ 
monwealth Office of 
Technology conducted the 
drawing Thursday, May 3, 
using a random computer 
program. 

Hunters may visit the 
Kentucky Fish and Wild¬ 
life website to check if 
they were drawn. 

Hunters must either 
enter their social security 
number, or their birth date 
and the 19-digit number 
they received while ap¬ 
plying. 

Applicants should en¬ 
ter the information care¬ 
fully to make sure they 
do not put in an incorrect 


number. 

Drawn hunters also 
will receive a notification 
letter from Kentucky Fish 
and Wildlife. 

Hunters have until July 
1 to apply online for an 
Elk Hunting Unit (EHU). 
Kentucky's elk hunting 
zone is subdivided into 
units to help spread hunt¬ 
ing pressure. 

A second drawing is 
conducted to determine an 
individual's hunting unit. 

Hunters should visit the 
department website for 
more information regard¬ 
ing hunting unit selection. 
The website also contains 
maps and additional infor¬ 
mation on public hunting 
lands within the elk zone.

Oh, happy day: This is the 
last time you have to read about 
- and I have to mention - being 
cautious regarding the statistical 
chance of frost and/or freezing 
weather. According to every¬ 
one’s charts, come Mother’s 
Day this Sunday we should be 
in the “all clear.” 

Of course there’s always the 
chance a freakish thing could 
occur in this year that’s been 
something less than normal 
weatherwise. 

The soil temperature is 
warming now into the high 60s 
and low 70s and even though 
there’s a bit of a cool down pre¬ 
dicted for later in the week that 
shouldn’t have much impact on 
the warming soil. 

Below I’ll share a list detail¬ 
ing optimum soil temperatures 
for different veggies. When you 
see that you’ll understand why 
I’ve been preaching patience for 
our warm-weather-loving veg¬ 
gies. When the dirt’s cold they 


simply don’t like it. 

Now I can focus on planting 
your garden according to the 
phases of the moon and signs of 
the zodiac. And let me remind 
you that this system is here to en¬ 
hance, not replace good garden¬ 
ing techniques like cultivating, 
watering and attending to bug 
and disease infestations. 

I invite you to join my Fa- 
cebook tribe even if you’re not 
- and I’m not either - a regular 
Facebook participant. This site is 
devoted exclusively to garden¬ 
ing with a focus on u tilizin g the 
phases of the moon and signs of 
the zodiac. We’ll leave the what 
you’re having for dinner and the 
baby pictures “to the other Face- 
book” -just gardening here! 

Now, if you’re planning to 
do some serious spring-to-fall 
gardening this year, it’s time to 
get ready to pull out all the stops 
and have at it. 

The moon is in the dark phase 
now, the full moon having come 


into force Saturday at 11:35 p.m. 
According to my Almanac and 
as you’ve probably read or seen 
elsewhere, this is the closest-to- 
earth full moon in 2012. When 
the sky’s clear, have a quick 
glace at the moon because it’s 
already “flattening out” as we 
move toward the new moon. 

Any planting you do now 
should be below-ground produc¬ 
ers until the new moon on May 
20.1 know this is a real bite since 
we want to get those tomato 
plants, com, beans, zucchini and 
other hot-weather-loving crops 
in the ground - yet all produce 
above the ground. 

If you just can’t stand it and 
you’re going to plant those 
things, at least wait until a fer¬ 
tile sign mles so that half of the 
equation is right. 

I know this is a departure 
from the by-the-book phases 
and signs planting to suggest you 
plant above-ground producers in 
the dark moon, but I’m just say¬ 
ing if you can’t stand it, at least 
plant on a fertile day and most 
assuredly not on a day mled by 
either of the killing signs, Aries 
or Leo. 

And no matter the sign or the 
phase, don’t plant if the soil is 
wet. The easiest test is to scoop 
up a handful of dirt and squeeze 
it together. If it compacts to an 
old-timey mud clod, then it’s too 
wet. But if it cmmbles, then it’s 
okay to plant. 

Now, back to the signs of the 
zodiac. 

Continuing through Monday, 
May 14, we find a series of so-so 
signs in force. These signs aren’t 
outstandingly productive but 
they aren’t destructive either, just 
so-so. All, too, are with the dark 
moon in force so if we add the 
two Pisces (feet) days on May 
15-16, we have an outstanding 
stretch for making changes. 

If you have changes to make 
like stopping smoking, starting a 
diet or exercise program, wean¬ 
ing small animals or children, 
scheduling elective surgery - 
anything that requires a change 
- here’s the formula: The moon 
in the dark phase and the signs 
going out of the body, past any¬ 
thing that “functions” so that 
means thighs, knees, legs and 
feet - Sagittarius through Pisces.

tarius (the thighs), Thursday 
through Saturday by Capricorn 
(the knees), Sunday and Mon¬ 
day are mled by Aquarius (the 
legs), then Pisces rounds out the 
days for making changes on 
Tuesday and next Wednesday. 
All but Pisces are so-so signs 
and Pisces is very fertile and still 
in the dark of the moon. 

All planting should then 
cease on April 17-18 when the 
sign moves to Aries (the head), 
one of the two killing signs. Re¬ 
serve these days for cultivating, 
cleaning out fencerows - any¬ 
thing but planting. 

Happy veggie temps 

Some common vegetables 
and their temperature ranges are 
listed here. You can begin to see 
when looking at germination 
and growing soil temperatures 
why some plants are recom¬ 
mended for planting in the early 
spring or very late summer (for 
fall harvest) and others are rec¬ 
ommended for planting in late 
spring or early summer months. 

Warm season crops: tomato, 
65-85; beans, 60-85; com and 
cucumbers, 60-95; eggplant, 75- 
90; cantaloupe and watermelon, 
75-95; peppers, 65-95. 

Cool season crops: spinach, 
45-75; radish- 45-90; lettuce, 40- 
80; peas, 40-75.
